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FINAL REJECTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 22-29 and 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kurdi et al. 

Claims 22-29 are rejected for the same reasons as set forth in section 2 of the office 
action dated March 23, 2006. As to claim 32, Kurdi et al. discloses a method wherein the solid 
encapsulant is mechanically stable during thermal cycling. As to claim 33, Kurdi et al. discloses 
a method wherein the encapsulant comprises in situ polymerization of organosilicon 
prepolymers. As to claim 34, Kurdi et al. discloses a method wherein the readily debondable 
solid encapsulant consists essentially of an oxygen containing silicon-based organic polymer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 22-29 and 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kurdi et al. 4 1 13 in view of Hussinger '430. 

Claims 22-29 are rejected for the same reasons as set forth in section 4 of the office 
action dated March 23, 2006. Kurdi meets the limitations of the new claims as discussed above. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 29, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant states that the aery late-based encapsulates of Kurdi are not readily 
debondable. Examiner acknowledges applicant's discussion of Kurdi in paragraph 0007 of the 
specification. However, the discussion is limited only to acrylates and does not consider if the 
silicone used in Kurdi is debondable or not. It is the position of the examiner that because the 
silicone material used by Kurdi is the same material discussed by applicant, the material is 
necessarily debondable. 

As to claim 32, Kurdi meets the limitation because the reference discloses heating of the 
encapsulant while the encapsulant remains "stable." Examiner asserts that the term "stable" is 
relative and because the encapsulant of Kurdi et al. does not break down during heating examiner 
asserts that the material is "stable." As to claim 33, Kurdi discloses examiner asserts that 
material is polymerized during curing of the encapsulant and because the material is polymerized 
silicone the presence of organosilicon pre-polymers are necessarily required. As to claim 34, 
silicone is an oxygen containing silicon polymer with carbon substitutes and thus the reference 
meets the claim limitation. Applicant is respectfully notified that "essentially" is considered a 
relative term and its presence in the claim does not overcome the Kurdi reference. 
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As to the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection, examiner asserts that Hussinger need not disclose 
silicon based polymers. Kurdi discloses silicon based polymer encapsulants, and based on the 
disclosure of Hussinger that debondable encapsulants are known and advantageous, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have readily understood to use a silicon based debondable 
encapsulant in the method of Kurdi.
